l'rln Great Humorisi’s Leciure at
Washington Hall Last Evening.

A Lidrgeand Woll Pleased Audiénte.
Bamuel, Lo~ Clemens, whose literary
namo' is 4 Mark o, delivered 1l
LectureOn “RoughingT" tn Nevada, st
evening at Washington Hall. The hall
wos crowded with the most intelligent
and refinedipgople of the eity}, wha had a
high ‘apprecintion of the Tecture, il we
may judge from Uie slmost continuous
laughiter and applause that greeted it.

Mr. Clemens came upon the stage with-
out attendance, and introdoced himselt In
& manner o8 once droll and novel. He
always docs this lor rensons which he
glves bis audiences, In personal appear-
snce he very much resembles the pletures
that are meant to represent Lim fn his
great book, “Ionocents' Abroad,” ex:
copt that Le don't wear the check
trowsers on the lectore stand that he
wore in the holy land, Hels a young-
Ish looking man of somewhere about
thirty-five, not  handsomo, but having a
bright and lotelligent look, and eyes
with o merry twinkle that put him st
once en rappert with an sudience, and that
have a fashion of sonpping just as he
comes to the crisis of the joke, He was
dressed very neatly. in a black suit, the
upper garment belng ' Llick frock coat,
closely buttoned. He is clean shaven
excepta heavy dark: moustache; and his
manner of wearing his balr, which, s
nbundant, shows that he s his own ton-
sorial artist. Hisstyle of oratory s not
unlike that of Artemus Ward, Ile las
the same dry, hesitating, stammering
manner, and his foce, aside from the merry
light in his eyes, is as grave as the visage
ol an undertaker when scréwing down
the coftin lid. He appears to labor under
some embarrassment in not knowing just
how to dispose of bis srms and hands, but
this only heightens the drollery of his
manner, and may be merely n “stage
teick.”” 10 we remember aright Artemus
Ward labored under n like difficulty, real
or nssomed.

Mark prefaced his lectore with the fol-
lowing remnrks :

LADIEs AND GENTLEMEN: By request
